“A  job  may  go  to  one  of  our  Benson 
scholars,  or  to  someone  who  doesn’t 
receive  any  scholarship,”  said  Ander¬ 
son. 

“While  our  Benson  scholarship  is 
good,  it  is  not  as  good  as  the  full-ride 
scholarships  at  other  universities ,  ”  he 
said.  For  some  students,  the  guaran¬ 
tee  of  a  job  may  be  the  only  way  they 
could  attend  BYU. 

Jeffery  M.  Tanner,  director  of  ad¬ 
missions,  was  contacted  for  details  of 
the  plan  but  would  not  comment.

The  governor  is  in  support  of  the  action  of  changing  the 
speed  limit  to  65  miles  per  hour.  Tuesday  the  he  vetoed  a 
state  bill  to  change  the  speed  limit  because  Congress  has 
threatened  to  withhold  the  federal  funds  from  states  that 
do  not  honor  the  55  mph  limit,  an  action  that  could  cost  the 
state  $150  million. 

However  within  hours  of  signing  the  veto,  Bangerter 
was  on  his  way  to  Washington  D.C.  to  testify  in  favor  of 
revoking  the  federal  limit. 

“I  wish  I  wouldn’t  have  vetoed  the  bill  yesterday  now,” 
said  Bangerter. 

To  pass  in  Utah,  the  bill  will  have  to  go  through  a  special 
session  in  Congress.  “No  date  is  set  for  the  session  yet, 
but  we  hope  to  be  ready  in  60  days,”  said  Bangerter.  “We 
are  probably  looking  at  May.” 

The  speed  limit  will  change  to  65  in  areas  around  the 
Wasatch  Front  corridor.  This  will  include  the  areas 
around  Utah  and  Weber  County. 

The  Utah  Highway  Patrol  predicted  highways  that 
would  change  to  the  65  mph  speed  limit  would  be:  west  on 
1-80  from  Tooele  to  Wendover,  east  on  1-80  outside  the 
Wasatch  front  area  to  Colorado,  south  on  1-15  from  Lavan 
to  St.  George,  north  on  1-15  from  Brigham  City  to  Tre- 
monton  and  east  on  1-70  from  Salina  to  Grand  Junction. 

Bangerter  will  make  the  final  decision  on  which  high¬ 
ways  in  the  state  will  be  changed  to  reflect  the  higher 
speed  limit. 

The  office  of  Sen.  Steven  Symms,  R-Idaho,  The  sponsor 
of  the  bill,  has  estimated  that  33,910  of  the  43,291  miles  of 
interstate  highway  would  be  eligible. 

The  vote  came  after  lawmakers  approved  a  long- 
awaited  highway  and  mass  transit  aid  package.  States 
have  complained  that  the  money  is  needed  soon  to  build 
delayed  construction  projects. 

The  vote  on  the  highway  bill,  which  carried  the  speed 
limit  question  as  a  separate  amendment,  was  407-17,  but 
the  Associated  Press  reported  Wednesday  that  adminis¬ 
tration  officials  have  said  they  will  recommend  President 
Reagan  veto  the  bill  because  of  excessive  spending.

Former  U.S.  President  Gerald  R. 
Ford  will  present  “Foreign  and  Do¬ 
mestic  Dilemmas  We  Face:  A  Presi¬ 
dential  Perspective”  Thursday  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  ELWC  Ballroom. 

ASBYU  and  the  David  M. 
Kennedy  Center  for  International 
Studies  are  co-sponsoring  the  visit  of 
the  38th  President  of  the  United 
States. 

“We  have  been  working  since  Sep¬ 
tember  to  get  a  big  name  Republican 
here,” said  Gary  Foster.  ASBYU  aca¬ 
demics  vice  president.  “We  found  out 
that  the  appointment  secretary  for 
Ford  has  a  son  studying  here  at  BYU. 


“We  contacted  Ford  through  her, 
and  he  graciously  agreed  to  come  to 
BYU,”  said  Foster.  “ASBYU  and  the 
Kennedy  Center  are  excited  that  he  is 
coming.  ” 

Ford,  at  72,  is  the  first  former  pres¬ 
ident  to  go  into  business  in  a  big  way, 
according  to  Barron’s  National  Busi¬ 
ness  and  Financial  Weekly. 

Ford  makes  more  than  $1  million 
per  year  in  private  funds  in  addition 
to  two  government  pensions,  social 
security,  the  government’s  contribu¬ 
tion  to  his  office  and  staff  and  the  cost 
of  secret  service  protection,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Barron’s. 

In  addition  to  attending  board 
meetings,  family  affairs,  speaking  en¬ 
gagements  and  golf  tournaments, 


Ford  helps  raise  money  for  charities 
and  political  groups,  said  Barron’s, 
and  in  1984  raised  $192  million. 

An  active  man  throughout  his  life, 
Ford  played  football  during  high 
school  and  college  and  played  in  the 
East-West  College  All-Star  game  in 
1935. 

While  earning  his  law  degree  at 
Yale,  Ford  was  assistant  varsity  foot¬ 
ball  coach  and  freshman  boxing  coach. 

Ford  served  in  the  Navy  during 
World  War  II,  then  served  25  years 
as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives.  Ford  was  nominated  vice 
president  to  succeed  the  resigning 
Spiro  T.  Agnew  in  October  1973.  He 
was  confirmed  in  December  of  that 
year.

He  and  Daniel  Nielson,  a  senior  ma¬ 
joring  in  international  relations  from 
Layton,  Utah,  outlined  a  program 
where  a  committee  would  collect  data 
and  information  from  various  sources 
including  bishops,  students,  housing 
officials  and  University  Standards  as 
to  the  extent  of  the  problem.  They 
would  also  examine  whether  or  not 
problems  are  occurring  in  one  specific 
area  or  region  or  if  they  are  more 
widespread. 


After  this  has  been  completed,  the 
committee  would  propose  possible  so¬ 
lutions  in  the  form  of  writing  to  the 
administration. 

The  question  was  raised  about  the 
possible  response  of  the  administra¬ 
tion.  “We  have  no  assurance  that  it 
(the  proposal)  will  not  be  discarded.

The  most  positive  thing  about  the 
council  is  that  it  represents  the  stu¬ 
dents,  O’Neill  said.  It  was  not  formed

verse  group  of  27,000  students.’’ 

.  He  said  that  although  ASBYU  has 
done  many  good  things,  they  are  not 
currently  a  representative  form  of 
government.  “  We  hope  not  to  under¬ 
cut  ASBYU,  but  to  work  with  them.” 

The  Student  Advisory  Council  is 
currently  made  up  of  representatives 
of  10  college  councils,  the  Law  School, 
the  Student  Alumni  Association,  the 
on-campus  dorms,  the  Resident 
Housing  Authority,  the  Daily  Uni¬ 
verse  and  the  Student  Review.

Ford  sent  letter  to  Jerusalem

During  the  height  of  the  controversy  surrounding  the 
Jerusalem  Center  in  late  1985  and  the  early  part  of  1986, 
Gerald  R.  Ford  was  one  of  many  who  sent  letters  to 
former  Israeli  Prime  Minister  Shimon  Peres  in  support  of 
the  Center. 

In  an  article  published  in  the  Jan.  7,  1986  issue  of  the 
Daily  Universe,  Paul  Richards,  director  of  public  commu¬ 
nications  at  BYU  said,  “Ninety-two  professors  from  Tel- 
Aviv  and  Haifa  Universities  in  Israel  recently  signed  a 
statement  supporting  the  building  of  the  Center.” 

Hundreds  of  letters  supporting  us  have  been  sent,  in¬ 
cluding  letters  from  former  president  Gerald  R.  Ford, 
prominent  American  Jewish  citizens  and  legislators  in 
Washington  D.C.,”  he  said. 

As  far  as  the  impact  of  Ford’s  letter,  Robert  Taylor, 


assistant  to  the  president  for  the  Jerusalem  Center,  said 
“It’s  hard  to  tell  what  kind  of  impact  it  had,  it  was  one  of  a 
number  of  prominent  letters  written  in  favor  of  the  Cen¬ 
ter.” 

Other  letters  were  written  including  a  letter  signed  by 
154  congressmen,”  said  Taylor. 

Many  ultra-orthodox  Jews  in  Jerusalem  opposed  the 
construction  of  the  Center  because  they  felt  the  Center 
would  be  used  for  missionary  work.  BYU  officials  assured 
Israeli  officials  the  Center  would  only  be  used  as  an  educa¬ 
tional  institution. 

Those  opposed  to  the  construction  were  not  successful 
in  stopping  the  construction  of  the  building. 

In  a  letter  dated  January  12,  1986  to  Ford  from  Peres, 
Peres,  Israel’s  Foreign  minister,  said,  “I  would  like  to 
assure  you  everything  possible  will  be  done  to  ensure 
J erusalem  will  retain  its  character  as  a  city  of  peace ,  and  a 
symbol  of  religious  and  political  co-existence.  ’ 
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Indictment  accuses  Deaver  of  perjury 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Michael  K.  Deaver,  a  former  presidential  aide 
turned  high-profile  lobbyist,  was  accused  in  a  perjury  indictment  Wednesday 
of  lying  about  whether  he  used  his  White  House  connections  to  further  his 
business. 

Deaver,  the  first  person  ever  indicted  under  a  Watergate-inspired  law 
authorizing  independent  investigations  of  top  government  officials,  was 
charged  with  lying  to  Congress  and  to  the  federal  grand  jury  that  indicted  him. 

The  18-page  indictment  charges  the  former  White  House  deputy  chief  of 
staff  with  five  counts  of  perjury  when  responding  to  allegations  that  he  used 
his  White  House  connections  to  promote  his  lobbying  business,  a  potential 
violation  of  federal  ethics  laws. 

Deaver,  a  longtime  friend  of  President  Reagan  and  his  wife  Nancy,  told 
reporters  later  that  “I  had  no  reason  to  lie  because  I  had  done  nothing  wrong.” 
He  said  he  is  confident  that  he  did  not  commit  perjury  and  that  he  will  be 
acquitted  after  a  trial. 

“Ten  months  ago  an  independent  counsel  was  appointed  to  investigate 
allegations  that  I  had  violated  the  conflict  of  interest  laws,”  Deaver  said.  “The 
indictment  that  was  returned  today,  which  contained  not  a  single  conflict  of 
interest  charge,  confirms  that  these  allegations  were  groundless.” 

The  indictment  charges  that  Deaver  twice  lied  testifying  before  a  congres¬ 
sional  subcommittee  and  perjured  himself  three  times  before  the  grand  jury. 


Reagan  pollster  gives  advice; 
says  values  are  important

When  he  left  the  BYU  faculty  and 
campus  twenty  years  ago,  Richard  B. 
Wirthlin  had  a  different  perspective 
than  the  one  he  shared  with  students 
Tuesday. 

Wirthlin,  who  is  best  known  for  his 
role  as  a  pollster  and  consultant  to 
President  Reagan,  spoke  on  the  topic, 
“Seven  Strategic  Imperatives  for  En¬ 
trepreneurial  Success,”  as  part  of  the 
ongoing  Entrepreneur  Lecture  Se¬ 
ries. 


Investigators  to  grant  limited  immunity 


“As  I  look  back,  I  understand  what 
the  strengths  and  opposition  here 
are,”  he  said.  “What  I  have  learned 
though  is  not  only  are  you  taught 
math  and  accounting  and  economics 
...,  but  most  importantly,  you  are 
taught  here  a  consistent  set  of  val¬ 


ues. 


“With  those  values,”  Wirthlin  said, 
“whether  you  are  wealthy  or  poor, 
whether  you  encounter  heartache  or 
sorrow,  accident  or  illness,  those  val¬ 
ues  will  provide  you  with  peace. 
Nothing  in  the  world  is  more  impor¬ 
tant  than  that,”  he  said 

Wirthlin  listed  seven  imperatives 
for  entrepreneurial  success.  First, 
you  must  plan  strategically.  “One  of 
the  things  that  separates  those  who 
are  innovative  and  successful  from 
those  who  don’t  succeed  is:  those  who 
succeed  plan.” 

In  planning,  there  are  four  steps 
according  to  Wirthlin  including  set¬ 
ting  goals,  having  a  strategy  for 
achieving  those  goals,  outlining  tac¬ 
tics  and  finally  having  an  action  plan. 

The  second  imperative  for  success 
is  to  exercise  patience.  Part  of  that  is 
coming  back  from  failure  Wirthlin 
said.  Seeking  knowledge  actively  is 


the  third  imperative. 

A  fourth  imperative  to  success  is  to 
win  on  the  margin.  “The  difference 
between  success  and  failure  is  often 
very  small,”  he  said. 

Fifth  is  to  remember  timing  is  ev¬ 
erything.  “Not  only  does  what  you  do 
make  a  difference,  but  when  you  do 
it,”  Wirthlin  said. 

Knowing  values  motivate  is  the 
sixth  imperative.  Wirthlin  cited  the 
Reagan  presidential  campaign  in  1980 
as  a  prime  example  of  this.  He  said 
although  only  25  percent  of  the  voters 
registered  republican,  values  Wirth¬ 
lin  saw  in  Reagan  such  as  family, 
neighbors,  peace,  freedom  and  work 
were  common  to  many  Americans. 

Seventh,  Wirthlin  urged  students 
to  be  truthful  to  themselves.  “There’s 
nothing  that  gives  shaky  ground  to  a 
problem  more  than  not  being  true  to 
yourself,”  he  said.

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WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Congressional  investigators  decided  Wednesday 
on  a  strategy  aimed  at  using  limited-immunity  grants  to  compel  former  Na¬ 
tional  Security  Adviser  John  M.  Poindexter  and  his  deputy,  Oliver  L.  North, 
to  break  their  silence  about  the  Iran-Contra  affair. 

'  Under  the  investigators’  timetable,  Poindexter  would  not  testify  publicly 
until  June  and  North  not  until  then  or  even  later. 

The  plan,  approved  separately  by  the  House  and  Senate  panels  probing  the 
affair,  calls  for  the  committees  to  conduct  unprecedented  joint  public  hearings 
beginning  May  5  in  an  effort  to  minimize  what  some  fear  would  be  a  circus 
atmosphere  surrounding  the  sessions. 

Independent  counsel  Lawrence  Walsh,  who  had  urged  the  committees  to 
wait  90  days  before  granting  immunity  to  Poindexter  and  North,  agreed  to  the 
timetable. 

The  committees  didn’t  actually  vote  to  grant  immunity  to  the  two  men  but 
only  agreed  to  a  strategy  for  likely  future  action. 


Now,  one  reason  not  to  stop 


Officials  attempted  to  stop  execution 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Condemned  killer  Gary  Gilmore  may  have  been 
shot  by  firing  squad  minutes  before  Utah  officials  confirmed  that  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  had  refused  a  final  plea  to  stay  the  execution  a  decade  ago,  a 
newly  released  tape  recording  indicates. 

On  the  tape  of  telephone  conversations  from  government  attorneys  to  the 
prison  on  Jan.  17,  1977,  one  frantic  official  is  heard  trying  to  contact  Warden 
Sam  Smith  at  the  last  minute  to  stop  the  execution  until  word  came  from  the 
Supreme  Court  —  only  to  learn  Gilmore  had  already  been  killed,  according  to  a 
copyright  story  in  Wednesday’s  editions  of  the  Deseret  News. 

“Get  hold  of  Sam  right  now  and  tell  ’em  to  hold  it  up!”  cried  Gordon 
Richards,  an  attorney  general’s  office  intern  stationed  at  the  prison. 

Then,  when  someone  indicated  Gilmore  was  already  dead,  Richards  re¬ 
sponded:  “Are  you  sure?  Well,  there’s  nothing  we  can  do  about  it.” 

Gilmore,  who  had  served  11  years  for  armed  robbery,  robbed  and  killed 
Orem  service  station  attendant  Max  Jensen  and  Provo  motel  manager  Bennie 
Bushnell  in  1976,  and  was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  death  for  Bushnell’s 
murder. 


BOSTON  (AP)  —  Although  the 
benefits  of  giving  up  smoking  are  well 
known,  doctors  believe  they  have 
identified  the  first  apparent  health 
hazard  of  kicking  the  habit,  an  in¬ 
creased  risk  of  a  rare  but  serious  in¬ 
testinal  disease  called  ulcerative  coli¬ 
tis. 

Their  research  also  confirms  that 
people  who  continue  to  smoke  have  a 
somewhat  lower  risk  of  the  disease 
than  do  those  who  never  smoked. 

However,  they  cautioned  that  their 
research  does  not  mean  smokers 
should  keep  smoking  because  the 
plusses  of  quitting  still  far  outweigh 
this  single  minus. 

“I  thought  about  this  and  the  co-au¬ 
thors  also  put  their  heads  together 
and  tried  to  think  of  (another)  illness 
associated  with  quitting  smoking,  and 
we  couldn’t  come  up  with  anything,” 
said  Dr.  Edward  J.  Boyko,  who  di¬ 
rected  the  study. 


The  study  found  that  people  who 
give  up  smoking  are  twice  as  likely  as 
those  who  never  smoked  to  get  ulcer¬ 
ative  colitis.  For'  those  who  continue 
smoking,  the  risk  is  40  percent  lower 
than  that  faced  by  people  who  never 
smoked. 

About  one  in  1,000  Americans  has 
ulcerative  colitis.  So  despite  the 
added  risk  among  reformed  smokers, 
their  odds  of  getting  the  ailment  are 
still  low.

WEST  BOUNTIFUL,  Utah  (AP)  —  A  2-year-old  girl  was  killed  when 
crushed  inside  a  folding  partition  at  a  Mormon  Church  stake  center  in  West 
Bountiful,  authorities  say. 

West  Bountiful  Police  Chief  Wayne  Jeppson  said  Jodi  Lynn  Ellis,  daughter 
of  Jay  and  Charlotte  Ellis,  was  dead  on  arrival  about  10  p.m.  Tuesday  at 
Lakeview  Hospital  in  nearby  Bountiful. 

Jeppson  said  a  meeting  at  the  center  had  just  ended  when  several  people 
began  folding  the  partition  to  clear  the  floor  for  a  basketball  game. 

A  few  minutes  later,  he  said,  the  girl’s  parents  realized  she  was  missing.  A 
subsequent  search  yielded  her  body,  which  was  wedged  in  a  fold  in  the 
partition. 

Jeppson  said  Davis  County  paramedics  were  called  to  the  scene,  but  efforts 
tb  revive  the  girl  were  unsuccessful.

Researcher  self-injects  AIDS  vaccine 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  A  French  researcher  has  given  himself  an  experimen¬ 
tal  AIDS  vaccine,  and  some  volunteers  also  have  received  it  in  the  first 
reported  test  of  an  AIDS  vaccine  in  humans. 

Daniel  Zagury  of  the  Pierre  and  Marie  Curie  University  in  Paris  reports  in 
Thursday’s  issue  of  the  British  journal  Nature  that  the  vaccine  spurred  his 
immune  system  to  create  defenses  against  two  varieties  of  the  AIDS  virus. 

American  scientists  said  Wednesday  the  results  are  interesting  but  do  not 
prove  that  the  vaccine  works. 

The  letter  gives  no  indication  that  Zagury  or  the  volunteers  were  later 
exposed  to  the  AIDS  virus  to  see  if  the  vaccine  prevented  infection. 

Zagury  declined  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  letter,  which  was  co-signed  by  11 
other  scientists. 

The  letter  says  he  suffered  no  significant  side  effects  from  the  vaccine. 
Initial  human  tests  of  vaccines  and  medicines  are  generally  designed  to  look  for 
side  effects  rather  than  effectiveness.

It  is  common  knowledge  the  only 
schools  to  go  to  for  transportation  de¬ 
sign  are  in  Detroit,  Mich,  and 
Pasadena,  Calif.  —  the  hub  of  the 
transportation  industry.  Common  to 
all  but  seven  students  majoring  in 
transportation  design  at  BYU  that  is. 

“We  don’t  have  the  input  the  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  Center  for  Creative 
Studies  (CCS)  in  Detroit  or  the  Art 
Center  in  Pasadena  have,”  said  Clay 
Dean  a  senior  from  San  Diego,  Calif. 
“It’s  really  easy  for  a  designer  at  F ord 
or  Chrysler  to  leave  work  for  an  after¬ 
noon  and  go  over  to  the  school  and 
help  the  students.  For  a  designer  to 
come  here  though  it’s  a  major  expense 
for  the  company,”  he  said. 

BYU’s  transportation  design  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  under  way  for  two 
years.  The  success  the  program  has 
had  is  something  the  transportation 
students  are  proud  of.  “We’ve  done  a 
lot  of  it  on  our  own,”  said  Mark  McCh- 
esney  a  senior  from  Scaenectade, 
New  York. 

Dean  agrees.  “For  the  time  we’ve 
had  the  program,  we’ve  done  some 
really  good  things,”  he  said.  “We’re 
building  a  good  reputation  for 
ourselves.” 

The  transportation  students  feel 
there  are  advantages  to  their  isolated 
location.  “We  know  what  we  have  to 
compete  with,”  said  McChesney. 

One  of  the  reasons  the  students  are 
so  aware  of  their  competition  is  they 
have  travelled  to  Detroit  and  Los  An¬ 
geles  this  school  year  to  visit  Ford, 
Chrysler  and  other  design  firms. 

McChesney  will  be  j  oining  the  F ord 
Motor  Company  design  team  after 
graduation. 

When  asked  how  well  he  felt  BYU’s 
program  has  prepared  him  for  his  job 
at  Ford,  McChesney  said,  “I’m  not  as 


prepared  as  if  I’d  gone  to  CCS,  but 
anyone  here  could  make  up  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  six  months.  I  think  design- 
wise  our  program  is  better  because 
we  think  design  and  not  art.” 

“At  CCS  and  the  Art  Center,  they 
have  more  of  an  emphasis  on  art.  Our 
artwork  may  not  be  as  incredible  as 
theirs,  but  our  designs  are  better,” 
Dean  said. 

Isolation  has  another  advantage 
the  students  enjoy.  “It’s  good  being 
alienated  because  we  have  different 
ideas  about  what  we  want  to  do  .... 
We  do  things  by  ourselves  and  we 
seem  to  be  doing  well  at  it.” 

Bruce  Youngs,  a  design  specialist 
from  Ford  Motor  Company  in  Detroit 
is  complimentary  of  the  BYU  pro¬ 
gram.  Youngs  spent  fall  semester 
1985  teaching  the  BYU  transporta¬ 
tion  students. 

“Everything  I’ve  heard  from  our 
own  guys  or  the  people  at  GM  is  for 
the  amount  of  exposure  they  get  the 
BYU  trans  program  is  excellent,” 
said  Youngs.

According  to  Sgt.  Greg  Barber  of  the  University  Police,  “common 
courtesy  would  rectify  many  of  the  traffic  problems  on  campus.”  He 
added  that  patience  is  sometimes  lacking  on  both  sides.  “We  have 
raised  a  generation  in  a  hurry,”  he  said.  “They  can’t  wait  for  lights.”

worth  another’s  life  or  well¬ 
being?  How  does  getting 
across  the  street  a  bit  more 
quickly  stack  up  against  an 
extended  hospital  stay?  This 
seems  to  be  a  simple  question 
of  Christian  consideration  for 
others. 


In  addition  to  courtesy,  those  who  frequent  the  BYU  campus  should 
keep  two  traits  in  mind:  integrity  and  common  sense. 

Traffic  rules  exist  to  establish  some  sort  of  order  and  protect  all  who 
use  the  roadways,  and  if  they  were  followed  we  would  have  few 
accidents  or  close  calls.  We  all  know  what  we  should  or  shouldn’t  be 
doing  when  we  get  behind  the  wheel  or  take  to  the  streets  on  foot;  true 
ignorance  is  actually  quite  rare.  It  normally  comes  into  play  as  an 
excuse.  The  campus  is  fairly  well-marked;  it  is  our  own  fault  when  we 
lack  the  integrity  to  follow  instructions. 

The  law  gives  pedestrians  the  right-of-way  when  they  are  in  a 
crosswalk,  but  this  should  not  be  interpreted  as  a  license  for  careless¬ 
ness.  Last  week’s  accident  happened  at  night,  and  pedestrians  must 
realize  that  they  are  often  not  visible  in  the  dark  —  even  if  wearing 
white.  Although  you  may  have  the  right-of-way  when  you  step  in  front 
of  a  speeding  car,  that  doesn’t  offer  much  protection  against  the  hard, 
fast-approaching  metal  and  glass.  You  have  to  use  your  head.  When  it 
comes  to  ti  aflic  safety.  Stupidity  can  exact  a  painful  price. 

Barber  pointed  out  several  spots  on  campus  where  students  should 
be  particularly  careful:  the  Social  Hall  crosswalk  by  the  Physical 
Plant,  the  Bell  Tower  crosswalk  and  the  Faculty  Office  crosswalk  near 
the  Smith  Family  Living  Center.  Congestion  can  get  bad  in  these 
areas  in  the  morning  as  pedestrians  race  to  their  8  a.m.  classes,  and  all 
three  are  patrolled  —  when  the  three  early  morning  officers  are  on 
duty.  Illness  can  leave  one  or  more  of  the  areas  uncontrolled. 

In  the  end,  neither  laws  nor  traffic  directors  are  sure  protectors. 
Students  must  protect  themselves.

It  seems  to  be  rare  when  Congress 
does  something  to  ease  a  law,  but 
Wednesday’s  approval  by  the  House 
of  a  law  raising  the  speed  limit  to  65  is 
long  overdue. 

After  recently  completing  a  trip  of 
about  1,500  miles  round  trip  to  Mesa, 
Ariz. ,  I  began  to  think  again  about  the 
idea  of  changing  the  speed  limit  from 
55  to  65  mph. 

My  family  lives  in  California  and  I 
often  travel  across  Nevada  to  get 
home.  That  trip  had  made  me  a  firm 
believer  that  in  rural  areas  (like  Ne¬ 
vada)  the  speed  limit  should  be  at 
least  65.

Another  reason  is  that  there  isn’t 
really  a  gasoline  shortage  so  we  don’t 
have  to  worry  about  driving  slower  to 
conserve  energy.

Editor’s  Note :  This  is  the  second  part 
of  a  tivo-part  Viewpoint  dealing  with 
Korean  development. 

There  are  a  number  of  differences 
in  the  way  American  children  are 
raised  and  the  way  Korean  children 
are  raised.  These  differences  have 
manifested  themselves  in  various 
ways. 

When  an  American  child  is  born,  he 
is  usually  placed  in  his  own  crib  in  a 
different  room  than  his  parents.  As 
the  child  grows,  his  sense  for  individ¬ 
ualism  grows  with  him. 

Many  Americans  start  to  work  and 
at  a  relatively  young  age.  When  a  per¬ 
son  starts  to  earn  his  own  money  at  a 
young  age,  he  can  quickly  experience 
a  feeling  of  independence,  accom¬ 
plishment  and  responsibility. 

Through  these  accomplishments 
and  responsibilities,  a  person’s  sense 
of  individualism  is  nurtured  and 
strengthened. 

As  an  American  child  enters  school 
he  is  taught  from  the  outset  to  attain 
self-confidence,  self-respect  and  the 
importance  of  the  individual.  He  be¬ 
gins  very  early  to  establish  his  own 
identity  and  independence. 

This  individualism  recognizes  indi¬ 
viduality. 

Thus,  America  is  actually  a  country 
of  individuals.  Because  of  her  recogni¬ 
tion  of  individuality,  her  love  for  vari¬ 
ety,  and  her  rewards  for  creativity, 
America  is  a  lonely  crowd.  She  is  not 
(as  the  Germans  would  say)  a  warm 


“gemeinschaft”  cut  a  Cool  “gesell- 
schaft.” 

America’s  philosophy  is  indepen¬ 
dence  and  a  determination  that  the 
individual  is  premiere. 

Traditionally,  a  child  born  in  Korea 
nurses  from  his  mother’s  milk  for  at 
least  one  year.  Until  three  years  of 
age,  most  Korean  children  continue  to 
sleep  in  the  same  room  as  their  moth¬ 
ers. 

Several  factors  are  influential  to 
the  physical  and  emotional  closeness 
of  Korean  mothers  and  their  children. 
Korea  is  a  small  country  with  a  large 
population.  Space  is  always  at  a  pre¬ 
mium.  Most  families  live  in  structures 
that  Americans  would  consider  un¬ 
comfortably  confining.  Furthermore, 
Korean  mothers  still  cling  to  the  tra¬ 
ditional  notion  that  a  child  literally 
needs  a  mother’s  body  temperature.  I 
have  often  seen  mothers  use  one  of 
their  arms  as  a  pillow  for  a  sleeping 
baby. 

An  interesting  example  of  the 
closeness  between  mothers  and  their 
children  in  Korea  occurs  during  high 
school  examination  time.  Although 
parents  are  not  allowed  to  enter  the 
schools  during  examinations,  crowds 
of  anxious  mothers  always  form  out¬ 
side  of  the  school  gates  to  wait  and 
worry  for  a  child  taking  an  examina¬ 
tion  inside. 

The  knowledge  that  their  mothers 
are  with  them  gives  spiritual  comfort 
to  the  children. 

A  strong  concept  of  filial  duty  per¬ 
meates  Korean  culture.  The  concept 
of  parental  duty  is  equally  prevalent. 
To  a  traditional  Korean  woman,  her 
role  as  a  mother  dominates  even  her 
role  as  a  wife.  Not  surprisingly,  the 
mother-child  relationship  is  charac¬ 
terized  by  an  unbreakable  life-long 


bond.  Korean  children  are  very  obedi¬ 
ent  to  their  parents  and  older  people. 

Fathers  and  mothers  impose  their 
will  upon  their  children  and  often  em¬ 
ploy  physical  force  if  necessary.  Ko¬ 
rean  parents  desire  their  children  to 
be  subordinate.  Parents  generally 
have  chosen  their  children’s  schools, 
jobs,  and  even  spouses.  This  tradition 
is  embodied  in  Korea’s  formal  laws. 
Even  today,  a  Korean  man  must  wait 
until  the  age  of  27  (and  woman  until 
the  age  of  23)  to  legally  marry  without 
parental  permission  (Civil  law  Article 
808).  Even  grown  adults  in  Korea  sel¬ 
dom  go  against  the  wishes  of  their 
parents  who  often  live  in  the  same 
household  with  their  children  until 
death. 

American  individualism  has  influ¬ 
enced  the  new  generation  of  Koreans 
to  want  their  independence  and  has 
created  familial  conflict. 

A  rising  number  of  divorces  and 
weakening  parental  authority  has  re¬ 
sulted.  Today,  many  children  no 
longer  desire  to  live  with  their  par¬ 
ents.  The  same  conflict  has  occurred 
in  other  Korean  institutions  where 
the  leader  has  traditionally  taken  on 
the  role  of  the  authoritarian  father, 
lording  over  his  subordinates. 

The  contrasts  of  traditional  Ameri¬ 
can  and  Korean  family  life  are  legion. 
While  Americans  have  thrived  on  the 
concept  of  independence,  Korean 
family  life  has  in  many  ways  fostered 
dependence.  As  American  influence 
continues  to  make  inroads  into  Ko¬ 
rean  society;  however,  the  differ¬ 
ences  become  less  distinct. 

Anyway,  choosing  and  compromis¬ 
ing  the  good,  which  can  contribute  to 
making  human  life  happy  between 
American  culture  and  Korean  cul¬ 
ture,  is  very  important. 


Local  stations  ' anesthetize 7 


Listening  to  modern  FM  music  stations  on  Utah  radio  is 
as  exciting  as  a  drive  on  1-80  through  Nebraska. 

Progressive  modern  music  appears  to  be  treated  as  an 
anomaly  amongst  the  radio  stations  of  this  state.  There’s 
been  a  few  innovative  stations  on  the  dial  over  the  past 
few  years,  but  for  some  strange  reason  they  have  either 
faded  away  or  changed  their  format. 

When  I  first  arrived  at  BYU  in  1983,  there  was  a  station 
of  interest  at  107  on  the  FM  dial.  It  was  different.  This 
station  avoided  playing  what  everyone  else  played  and 
was  therefore  refreshing  to  the  ears. 

But  suddenly  it  was  no  longer  to  be  found  on  the  dial.  In 
its  place  was  static.  I  found  no  other  worthwhile  stations 
on  the  dial  at  this  time  to  take  its  place.  It  was  more 
enjoyable  to  listen  to  the  static  which  filled  107’s  void 
instead  of  tuning  into  any  other  station. 

Later  Orem  High  School  came  onto  the  airwaves  with 
K-OHS.  Once  again  Utah  had  a  station  that  dared  to  be 
different.  My  radio  dial  became  well  acquainted  with  91.7. 
When  I  wanted  to  escape  from  the  norm  of  routine  radio, 
K-OHS  was  the  answer.  But  then — as  disturbing  as  a 
lobotomy  in  the  nighi, — someone  changed  its  format. 

I  remember  the  day  well.  I  was  visiting  a  friend  and  we 
were  tuned  into  91.7.  Suddenly  our  ears  were  subjected  to 
a  song  by  Lionel  RUhie.  It  was  appalling.  Something  was 
grossly  out  of  sync  Lever  before  had  they  dared  play  a 
song  that  was  already  suffocating  the  airwaves. 

Immediately  I  called  the  station  to  ask  what  was  going 
on.  The  disc  jockey  who  answered  said  they  just  got  a  new 
program  director  and  he  wanted  to  mix  in  some  popular 
Top  40  with  their  usual  program  to  get  more  listendks. 


It  would  have  been  more  humane  to  simply  abandon  the 
airwaves. 

My  next  choice  was  to  listen  to  a  station  from  Salt  Lake 
City  called  K-CGL.  It  catered  to  those  with  a  zeal  for 
progressive,  modern  music.  The  only  problem  was  receiv¬ 
ing  the  signal  clearly  in  Provo.  One  either  had  to  live  near 
Salt  Lake  City  or  have  a  mammoth  antenna. 

Nevertheless,  it  was  more  enjoyable  to  listen  to  this 
static-ridden  station  than  any  of  the  clear-channel  ones. 

I  needn’t  go  on  to  say  K-CGL  changed  too.  It  was  even 
more  drastic  than  that  of  K-OHS.  It  switched  to  a  Chris¬ 
tian  rock  format.  Hallelujah. 

After  this  trilogy  of  Utah  radio  stations  that  were  and 
then  suddenly  weren’t,  I  have  to  concede.  Not  concede  in 
that  I  will  now  listen  to  those  stations  that  play  “every¬ 
one’s  favorites”  over  and  over  again.  Instead,  I  concede 
popular  music  on  Utah  radio  is  a  waste  of  the  airwaves. 

I  don’t  care  how  many  Top  40  radio  stations  care  to 
inhabit  the  FM  dial,  all  I’m  asking  is  to  have  at  least  one 
alternative  station  for  those  with  a  unique  taste  in  music. 

I  refuse  to  submit  myself  unto  the  doldrums  of  routine 
radio  stations  owned  by  businessmen  concerned  about 
nothing  except  making  money  by  pleasing  the  masses. 

These  stations  are  responsible  for  making  the  majority 
of  the  public  numb  to  imaginative,  creative  music  with 
lyrics  that  say  something  new. 

Elvis  Costello  sums  it  up  best  with  a  line  from  one  of  his 
songs  titled,  “Radio,  Radio:”  “The  radio  is  in  the  hands  of 
such  a  lot  of  fools  trying  to  anesthetize  the  way  that  you 
feel.”

“We  should  appreci¬ 
ate  everyone  else’s  conceptual  frame¬ 
works,  even  if  they  are  one-world  the¬ 
orists,”  said  Miller. 

There  are  several  components 
which  are  formulas  for  conceptual 
frameworks:  the  value  conditions,  op¬ 
erational  principles,  experience  and 
disposition  latitudes. 

Value  condition  is  the  physical 
structure  of  the  brain.  “No  two  brains 
are  alike,”  he  said. 

Operational  processes  are  also  dif¬ 
ferent  in  everyone. 

In  addition,  experience  can  make 
people  think  differently,  Miller  said. 
“Experience  can  make  drastic  alter¬ 
ations  in  the  way  people  think.” 

Disposition  latitudes  are  a  shift  in 
attitude  and  that  can  change  the  way 
one  thinks. 

“Out  of  these  concepts  we  construct 
belief  systems,”  said  Miller.

Rain  forests  are  not 
the  eerie,  dangerous 
places  with  thick  under¬ 
growth  and  hostile  sav¬ 
ages  that  Western  cul¬ 
ture  and  media  portray 
them  to  be,  said  a  BYU 
associate  professor  of 
biology  at  a  Flea  Market 
of  Ideas  lecture 
Wednesday. 

Instead,  rain  forests  are  beautiful, 
useful,  have  little  undergrowth,  and 
have  gentle,  helpful  inhabitants,  said 
Paul  Alan  Cox. 

“Everything  you’ve  learned  about 
jungles  is  untrue,”  he  said,  pointing 
out  the  myths  popular  movies,  such  as 
“Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark”  and  “Ro¬ 
mancing  the  Stone,”  perpetuate. 

According  to  the  perceptions 
learned  from  such  movies,  one  could 
assume  people  who  live  in  jungles  are 
superstitious,  unlearned,  and  likely 
to  kill  on  the  slightest  provocation. 

But  in  Samoa,  for  example,  the  peo¬ 
ple  have  healers  who  work  with  the 
plants  of  the  forest  for  their  cures. 
Each  healer  can  recognize  more  than 
300  species  of  plants,  said  Cox.  They 
take  no  payment  for  their  services. 

Plants  that  these  healers  use  to 
treat  breast  cancer  are  now  being 
tested,  he  said.  Rain  forests  are  a  ma¬ 


jor  source  of  drugs,  such  as  quinine 
and  vincristin  (used  to  treat  cancers 
such  as  leukemia). 

But  if  the  rain  forests  continue  to  be 
cleared  at  the  present  rate,  they  will 
be  gone  in  20  years,  said  Cox.  Third 
World  countries  are  cutting  them 
down  to  generate  revenue. 

If  this  culture  makes  no  effort  to 
preserve  the  jungles  and  continues  to 
think  -of  rain  forest  inhabitants  as 
“stupid  savages,”  it  will  lose  the 
knowledge  of  those  people  about  the 
forests,  he  said. 

The  difference  between  “jungle 
learning”  and  “rainforest  truth”  is  an 
example  of  the  “nonsense”  of  science, 
said  Cox.  “Science  is  conceived  in 
nonsense  and  nurtured  in  perver¬ 
sity.” 

it  is  nonsensical  because  many  sci¬ 
entific  rules  go  against  common 
sense,  and  perverse  because  scien¬ 
tists  then  try  to  convince  others  that 
they  have  proved  this  nonsense  to  be 
the  truth. 

“We’re  hoping  we  can  speak  this 
nonsense  loud  enough  and  long 
enough  to  make  people  listen,”  said 
Cox  of  the  need  to  preserve  the  rain 
forests.

You  don’t  have  to  be  an  indian  to  come  to  the  Pow  Wow 
to  be  held  Thursday  evening  in  conjunction  with  Laman- 
ite  Week. 

The  Pow  Wow  is  open  to  those  who  want  to  dance, 
those  who  want  to  eat,  and  those  who  want  to  watch  and 
learn  more  about  Lamanite  culture.  It  will  be  held  in  the 
west  annex  of  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  from  6:30  to  11:30 
p.m.  All  dancers  should  be  ready  in  costume  by  6. 

The  event  will  begin  with  a  “Grand  Entry”  parade  of 
the  dancers  taking  part  in  the  evening. 

All  those  with  dancing  experience  are  welcome  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  inter-tribal  dances  to  be  held  throughout  the 
evening. 

Six  categories  of  dancers  will  be  competing  for  prize 
money.  Money  will  be  awarded  for  first,  second,  and 
third  places. 

The  categories  are  men’s  traditional  and  men’s  fancy 
dancing,  with  a  first  place  prize  of  $400;  women’s  tradi¬ 
tional  and  fancy  dancing,  first  place  prize  in  each,  $300; 
junior  boys  and  junior  girls,  first  place  prize,  $150.  A 
“tiny  tots”  dance  will  be  held  for  children  under  six  years 
old. 

According  to  Tona  Thomas  of  the  Multicultural  Pro¬ 
grams  Office,  the  $3000  in  prize  money  was  donated  by 
the  family  of  Harold  Cedartree,  an  Arapahoe  Indian. 

The  Pow  Wow  is  a  memorial  in  his  honor. 

Thomas  said  that  Cedartree  was  able  to  overcome 
alcholism  and  go  on  to  establish  a  foundation  designed  to 
help  others  overcome  alcholism. 

His  family,  based  in  California,  wanted  to  donate 
money  from  Cedartree’s  trust  fund  to  a  college  or  univer¬ 
sity  with  a  strong  Indian  program  that  teaches  people 
how  to  help  themselves.  BYU  was  chosen  for  this  honor 
out  of  several  universities. 

Thomas  said  that  the  “main  purpose  of  the  Pow  Wow  is 
to  get  those  who  don’t  know  very  much  about  the  Indian 
culture  to  be  more  informed  and  aware,  and  it  will  be  a 
rewarding  and  entertaining  evening  for  those  who  at¬ 
tend.”

O'Neill  play  deals  with  labels,  understanding

People  belong  wherever  they  are, 
is  the  message  of  Eugene  O’Neill’s 
“The  Hairy  Ape”  which  opens  tonight 
in  the  Nelke  Theater,  HFAC. 

Director  Nathan  Criman,  a  senior 
majoring  in  English  with  a  minor  in 
theater  arts,  is  directing  “Ape”  for  his 
senior  project  and  calls  it  a  story 
about  belonging. 

“Everyone  wants  to  find  out  where 
they  belong.  This  play  is  about  a  man 
who  sets  out  on  a  quest  to  find  out 
where  he  fits  in  life,”  said  Criman. 

That  man,  Yank,  is  played  by 
Daniel  Hess,  a  sophomore  from  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  majoring  in  theater 
arts. 

Although  Yank  is  a  tough,  brash 
character.  Hess  feels  that  it‘s  impor-  tor. 


tant  that  the  audience  understand 
why  he  does  what  he  does.  Through 
understanding  Yank,  Hess  hopes  that 
the  audiences  can  understand  others 
in  similar  positions.  “It’s  a  tragedy 
when  someone  feels  or  is  made  to  feel 
by  others  that  they  don’t  belong.” 

Nannette  Guest,  a  theater  arts  ju¬ 
nior  from  Burbank,  Calif.,  plays  the 
character  who  initially  calls  Yank  a 
‘filthy  beast,’  therefore  creating  in 
him  an  inferiority  complex  and  also  a 
desire  for  revenge.  “The  play  has 
helped  me  realize  how  you  can  have 
an  affect  on  someone’s  life  with  even 
just  one  word,”  she  said.  “I’ve  real¬ 
ized  that  I  really  need  to  be  more 
conscious  of  how  I  treat  others.” 

The  play  is  an  expressionistic  play, 
which  Criman  feels  has  been  the 
biggest  challenge  for  him  as  a  direc- 


Criman  thinks  this  is  one  of  the  first 
expressionistic  shows  to  be  done  here 
at  BYU  in  several  years.  According 
to  Criman,  ‘expressionistic’  means 
the  audience  sees  the  action  during 
the  play  as  the  main  character  sees 
and  interprets'it  in  his  own  mind. 

Criman  has  gained  a  great  appreci¬ 
ation  for  0‘N eill  through  his  studies  in 
English  and  has  specifically  studied 
“Ape”  in  two  different  classes.  He 
feels  that  O’Neill  has  a  great  poetry 
ability  which  is  brought  out  in  this 
play  more  than  in  most  of  his  others. 

“My  actors  have  the  capability  of 
giving  a  performance  comparable  to 
that  first  one,”  said  Criman.  There 
are  15  in  the  cast,  most  of  them  rela¬ 
tively  new  to  the  BYU  stage.

The  pension  plan  was  the  major  de¬ 
velopment  at  Tuesday’s  session  of  the 
owner’s  meetings. 

The  vote  on  extending  instant  re¬ 
play  for  two  more  years  is  expected  to 
take  place  today.  Tex  Schramm  of  the 
Dallas  Cowboys,  the  replay  system’s 
foremost  proponent,  says  he’s  opti¬ 
mistic  it  will  be  approved  despite  re¬ 
ports  of  considerable  opposition.  The 
proposal,  which  would  extend  last 
year’s  one-year  experiment  for  two 
more  seasons,  needs  21  of  28  votes  to 
pass. 

The  new  pension  plan  garnered  all 
28  votes. 

It  will  provide  $60  per  month  for 


each  year  in  the  league  to  any  player 
who  completed  five  seasons  in  the 
NFL  prior  to  1959.  The  league  said  it 
had  identified  948  eligible  players,  in¬ 
cluding  65  Hall  of  F amers  and  many 
active  coaches. 

“It’s  a  debt  we  owe  to  the  people 
who  helped  make  this  game  what  it 
is,”  said  A1  Davis,  the  owner  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Raiders.  “It  should  have 
been  done  years  ago.” 

“I’m  quite  pleased,”  said  Otto  Gra¬ 
ham,  who  never  made  more  than 
$25,000  a  year  even  though  he  was 
one  of  the  game’s  premier  quarter¬ 
backs  in  the  1950s. 

“For  me,  I’m  not  destitute,”  he 
said.  “But  there  are  a  lot  of  guys 
around  in  dire  need  and  this  will  be  a 
lot  of  help.  Morally  it’s  right.” 

The  new  pension  plan  is  expected  to 
cost  $3  million  the  first  year,  a  figure 
that  will  be  divided  among  the  28 
teams.

Third  World  helped 

Needy  aided  by  student

Barclay  Burns’  dream  of  helping 
the  underdeveloped  Third  World,  un¬ 
til  recently,  was  just  that —  a  dream. 
Now  his  efforts  have  begun  to  pay  off 
with  hard  work,  determination  and  an 
important  discovery. 

According  to  Burns,  a  junior  from 
Salt  Lake  City  majoring  in  psychol¬ 
ogy,  his  first  desire  to  actually 
help  people  in  underdeveloped 
countries  came  two  years  ago 
when  he  was  in  Korea  on  a 
BYU  Study  Abroad  program. 

While  helping  a  beggar  in  the 
street,  he  realized  the  differ¬ 
ence  that  a  little  help  and 
money  could  make  to  those  in 
need  in  a  poverty-stricken 
country. 

“I  had  some  experiences  that 
really  opened  my  mind  and 
shook  me  up.  I  realized  that  one 
person  could  really  make  a  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  world,”  he  said. 

After  this  experience,  Burns 
went  home  and  formed  a  non¬ 
profit  corporation,  Stopped-H 
or  Stopped-Hunger,  designed 
to  raise  money  to  help  underde¬ 
veloped  countries  become  self- 
sufficient. 

Three  years  ago,  two  broth¬ 
ers  from  Bangledesh,  Nazir 
and  Kamal  Ahmad,  also  had  a 
desire  to  raise  money  to  help 
Third  World  countries.  The 
two  brothers  formed  an  organi¬ 
zation  called  Overseas  Devel¬ 
opment  Network. 

Four  months  ago,  Burns  and 
the  Ahmad  brothers  had  been 
working  solo  on  their  projects 
to  raise  money. 

Discovering  each  other,  the 
two  organizations  have 


merged  and  work  together  to  reach 
their  common  goals. 

ODN,  with  it’s  largest  bases  at 
Stanford  and  Harvard,  is  affiliated  on 
over  40  campuses  nationally  and  the 
movement  is  growing  and  expanding 
to  colleges  and  communities  abroad  as 
well,  said  Burns. 

According  to  Burns,  ODN  has 
three  fundamental  objectives:  to 
build  awareness,  increase  support,

and  offer  internships  to  students. 

“We  want  to  educate  and  sensitize 
students  to  the  problems  and  needs  in 
Third  World  countries  and  provide  an 
avenue  and  a  link  for  students  to  be 
involved,  financially  or  otherwise,” 
he  said. 

In  addition,  ODN  would  like  to 
provide  students  who  are  interested 
in  helping  with  internships.  They 
could  go  to  a  specific  underdeveloped 
country  and  manually  help  the 
communities  to  implement  the 
changes,  Burns  said. 

“We  want  to  show  people 
that  there’s  hope  in  doing  good. 
There’s  a  lot  you  can  do  in  a 
community  with  $100.  It’s  ex¬ 
citing  to  see  the  change  you  can 
make  in  another  country.  One 
college  can  actually  transform 
an  entire  community,”  said 
Burns. 

“We  want  to  establish  long¬ 
term,  self-sustaining  develop¬ 
ment.  We  want  to  develop  in¬ 
dependence  in  these  countries, 
not  dependence,”  he  said. 

According  to  Burns,  each 
campus  or  affiliate  is  assigned  a 
specific  country  or  area  of  fo¬ 
cus. 

Bolivia  has  been  assigned  to 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
campus.  BYU’s  chapter  of 
ODN,  Student  International 
Development  Network,  plans 
on  raising  funds  for  their  coun¬ 
try  and  then  using  the  money 
to  help  with  the  specified  prob¬ 
lems. 

SIDN  will  sponsor  a 
fundraising  dance  tonight  at  9 
pm  in  the  ELWC  Garden 
Court.  Music  will  be  by 
Chrysalis  Sound  and  admission 
will  be  $2.  All  proceeds  will  go 
to  ODN. 


Money  needed  for  Bolivians

Four  out  of  seven  Bolivian  children 
die  before  age  5  because  of  contami¬ 
nated  water  and  related  diseases. 

The  materials  needed  to  supply  one 
Bolivian  village  of  500  with  a  fresh 
well  of  drinkable  water  would  cost 
approximately  $400,  according  to 
Mark  Crockett,  director  of  fundrais¬ 
ing  for  the  Overseas  Development 
Network. 

The  Overseas  Development  Net¬ 
work  (ODN),  a  college-based  organi¬ 
zation  dedicated  to  helping  Third 
World  countries,  is  working  to  do  just 
that. 

According  to  Crockett,  a  junior 
from  Long  Beach,  Calif,  majoring  in 
economics  and  international  rela¬ 
tions,  BYU’s  chapter  of  ODN,  named 
Student  International  Development 
Network  (SIDN),  has  been  assigned 
to  correct  problems  such  as  these  in 
Bolivia,  specifically  on  the  Altiplano 
Plane.  SIDN,  which  is  sponsored 
through  the  Kennedy  Center,  plans 
to  raise  money  to  supply  materials 
and  send  student  interns  to  Bolivia 
for  the  project. 

“In  the  next  couple  of  years,  BYU 
students  could  combine  efforts  and 
we  could  change  the  country.  We 
could  save  hundreds  of  lives  and  make 
them  quality  lives,  educated  lives  and 
healthy  lives.  How  long  would  it  take 
for  one  ward,  one  club  or  one  organi¬ 
zation  to  come  up  with  $400?  That 


money  can  change  lives,”  said  Crock¬ 
ett. 

The  Altiplano  Plane  is  located  near 
Lake  Titicaca,  about  12,000  feet  in 
altitude.  “It’s  very  high  up  there.  In 
fact,  it’s  so  high  that  the  revolutionar¬ 
ies  don’t  even  care  about  anything  up 
there,”  said  Crockett. 

According  to  Crockett,  ODN’s  first 
goal  is  to  provide  quality  drinking  wa¬ 
ter  for  villages. 

“If  we  get  enough  wells  in,  then  we 
can  start  rounding  up  chalk  for  the 
schools,”  said  Crockett. 

After  clean  water  for  the  village  is 
provided,  ODN  will  focus  on  provid-
